Lear Friends 


I will writp you a few lines to 
let you know I am, still in the land 
of the living, and that I miss you 
$11 very much. I hope you are all 
Veil and enjoying good health, and 
t wish the Auxiliary health, wealth 
and happiness. I am far from 
home but please think of me as 
a member. 

Food in this country is very 
scarce. Lard, tea, bread, meat of 
all kinds, dress materials etc., are 
rationed, as well as clothing and 
shoes. ., 

Just think its five long months 
since I came here, and It has been 
a very long winter. But now the 
snow is going fast and in spots I 
Cast see the green grass. And that 
makes my heart warm as summer 
will soon, be here again. We have 
had rain for the past three days, 
put I do not mind that so long as 
It doesn't snow. I feel that I never 
want to see snow again. 

I have been to see a few skiing 
jumps and that is "very interesting, 
to sec the boys come down the 
mountain side on their skiies. Some 
like a graceful swallow and some 
look like a spider with many legs. 
But it is a very dangerous and not 
always pleasant. At other times 
one must laugh though. 

Mother, at the present is very 
well for her age, which is more 
than 35 years. She and I take 
little walks when the weather 
permits. 

Here, where I am sitting in my 
bedroom I can look out over the 
garden, and see the fruit trees. 
Apples, peur and cherry. When in 
bloom they will be lovely. On the 
other side of those trees is the 
highway and the traffic is heavy 
on it. The name of this road is 
Drnmmensiien Road, and it is the 
one the- Germans used when they 
marched into Norway. 

I have seen the remains of large 
buildings, of twisted steel and 
broken bricks, and even bombs, 
where the German shells fell. 

There is a small piece of land 
close to where I am living, and 
on this land are small cabins that 
the Germans built for watch tow¬ 
ers, for the big guns, they had 
underground, close by. 

I have so many things I could 
write about, but I am afraid they 
might weary you. 

I am in good health, but long 
to see my old friends again. And 
of course I am homesick. This 
letter is a greeting to all of you, 
and if someone would care to write 
me a few lines I would 'be very 
glad.

Adverse weather conditions may 
have affected the size of the crowd 
at the Vulcan Lions Club third 
annual rodeo on Monday and Tues¬ 
day of this week, but it had l\p 
effect on the quality of entertain¬ 
ment offered as some of the conti¬ 
nent's best cowboys matched their 
skills against the toughest broncs, 
wiliest steers and slipperiest calves 
seen In this part of the country 
for many years. 

Despite Monday's showers and 
threatening skies on Tuesday the 
attendance was over 2000 for each 
day of the show and the list of 
152 entries was probably the 
largest of any stampede to be held 
this year, outside of Calgary. In 
every respect, the show lived up 
to its billing as the biggest and 
best stampede ever held in Vulcan, 
and great credit is due Ken Thom¬ 
son, the rodeo manager, who made 
every effort to ensure a large en¬ 
try list of competitors and at the 
same time secured the best stock 
available so that top rodeo enter¬ 
tainment could be assured. 

The large entry list greatly in¬ 
creased the purses, with over $2800 
In prize money "being paid out in 
the two days. The famous Genrich 
string of bucking horses, Streeter's 
tricky Brahma stedrs and the top 
quality of other stock made it a 
tough business, even for the best 
of riders and ropers, and Monday's 
rain and resulting slippery ground, 
caused several' unlooked for spills. 

Several minor injuries were sus¬ 
tained by riders the second day, 
with one cowboy, Shorty Short, re¬ 
quiring hospitalization. A stretcher 
team from the Vulcan Highlander 
Cadets was present to render first 
aid when needed. 

A pleasing feature of the show 
was the smothness with which the 
events were run off. There were 
few delays and the fast action 
helped greatly in making it an out¬ 
standing rodeo in every respect. 

The capable announcing of Blair 
Hollond of Lethbridge added to the 
spectators' enjoyment of the show. 

Tom Buce and Dorothy Palmer 
were the official timers and arena 
judges were Louis Palmer of Vul¬ 
can and Frank Sharpe of Turner 
Valley. 

The rodeo got off to a good 
start with an excellent parade, 
which is described elsewhere on 
this page.

Ratepayers Do Not 
Approve Construction 
Municipal Building

The voting was light with a total 
of 160 votes cast, but the by-law 
was defeated by a relatively big 
majority, with 58 votes “For” and 
102 votes "Against”.

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Somewhat more serious is the report that certain 
reservists have been threatened with loss of their 
jobs. If such threats have been made—the Vancpuver 
Board of Trade claims that no member firm did 
make them—the Dominion government should take 
immediate steps to guarantee that no punitive mea¬ 
sures are taken against men who had no choice in 
the matter and who are doing a valuable service 
to their fellow Canadians. S 

This incident, unfortunately, is not an isolated 
one. Local reserve units have encountered the same 
hostility and unco-operative spirit from a minority 
of Calgary employers. Though reserve camps have 
beep reduced to a week, and most reservists 
are willing to attend camp in their holiday period, 
men have been thereatened with dismissal If they 
attend. “You must decide whether you are in the 
army or with the firm,” one young officer was told. 

The same officer, incidentally, was a veteran of 
six years service overseas, most of it in the fight¬ 
ing line. _ ’ 

In fairness to the bulk of employers tRls petty 
spirit is not general. Some local firms not only en¬ 
courage their men to take reserve army tralnihg 
but also give them time for camp, sometimes with 
pay, aside from their holiday period. 

It seems to escape the unco-operative minority 
that reservists are not training for the fun of it. 

Aside from the camp period, all training is in^their 
own time. They work hard and they study hard, 
trying to prepare themselves for the heavy res¬ 
ponsibilities that arise in an emergency. Without 
the fund of officers and non-commlaaloned officers 
provided by the militia at the outbreak of the recent 
war, the army would have been in a sad state in¬ 
deed. The need of such reserves is as great now as 
it was then, possibly greater. 

' The reserve army has had a difficult time bring¬ 
ing its units up to strength, even to a fraction of 
strength. It needs both the encouragement and the 
active help of all employers. In the event of hos¬ 
tilities, it will be the reservists, not the employers, 
who will risk their lives. A number are doing so at

Insistence after World War I 
to a separate voice for the domin¬ 
ions at the peace conference, and 
entry into the League of Nations 
in its own right. 

Opening of the Canadian lega¬ 
tion in Washington in 1927 and the 
appointment of the first United 
States minister to Canada. 

The Statute of Westminster in 
1931—formalizing Canadian free¬ 
dom, which it had in effect already 
achieved. 

Establishment of Canadian cit¬ 
izenship in 1946, prior to which 
Canadians were technically British 
subjects in foreign affairs. 

Canada's government, modeled 
o n Britain's, consists of three 
branches, parliament (legislative), 
executive and judiciary. 

Parliament consists of the gov¬ 
ernor general—appointed by the 
king with advice of the Canadian 
government—the senate and the 
house of commons. 

The house has a membership of 
255, the senate 96. Members of 
commons are elected by the prov¬ 
inces for the duration of parlia¬ 
ment, which must not be longer 
than five years. Members of the 
senate are appointed for life by 
the prime minister. 

The governor general has a five 
year term of office and acts only 
on advice of his cabinet. 

Heading the cabinet is the prime 
minister. He chooses his cabinet 
and his resignation carries theirs 
with it. All members of the cab¬ 
inet are "members of either com¬ 
mons or the senate. 

Government within the province 
Is along the same lines. Top prov¬ 
incial executive is the lieutenant 
governor, appointed by the govern¬ 
or general for a five year term. 

Canada's traditional diplomatic 
role has been that of a “middle¬ 
man”—if for no other reason than 
its proximity to the United States 
and Russia and its ties with Brit¬ 
ain. 

But in 1944 the Dominion cast 
aside its “no commitments" policy 
to join the United Nations and to 
take part in- what world security 
plans could be agreed upon. 

In February, 1947, the United 
States and Canada announced a 
program under which they would: 

Exchange military intelligence. 

Standardize arms and unify 
training methods. 

Use each other’s military, naval 
and air facilities if desirable.

When working around tractors 
this spring, avoid accidents by com- 
monsense, safe operation. Rubber- 
tired equipment permits travel at 
high speeds, and the number of 
accidents since its Introduction has 
increased noticeably. 

E. B. Martin, Extension Engin¬ 
eer, Alberta Department of Agric¬ 
ulture, says that a combination of 
high speed, quick turning, and 
braking on one wheel is responsible 
for many of our most serious ac¬ 
cidents. For general operation leave 
the connection latch in place. This 
ties the two brake pedals together 
and results in brake action on both 
wheels. Individual braking of the 
rear wheels should not be used 
except in cases of necessity. 1 

Perhaps the next most serious 
cause of accidents is an unprotect¬ 
ed power take-off shaft. You are 
asking for trouble if you operate a 
power unit with the shield remov¬ 
ed. Another cause of serious acci¬ 
dents is the operation of a tractor 
on roads and highways after dark 
without a light. The driver of a 
car approaching at 40 mile an hour 
may be unable to stop in time after 
your outfit Is seen by him. The law 
requiring lights on a moving vehi¬ 
cle on the roads after dark is for 
your protection. 

The child on a tractor is a child 
in danger. All too often children 
are seriously or fatally Injured 
from riding on or playing around 
tractors. 

Watch how you grab the crank 
handle. Taking hold of the handle 
so that the fingers and thumb are 
on the same side of the crank may 
prevent a broken arm. 

Most operators are aware of the 
danger of running an engine in a 
closed building, but cases of car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning still occur. 
Open the shed doors or provide an 
exhaust pipe to the outside if you 
have to run an engine In an en¬ 
closed space. 

Don’t fill the fuel tank when the 
engine is hot. Gasoline spilled on 
a hot tractor may burst into flame 
and cause serious loss., 

Finally, either stop or idle a belt 
pulley when putting on a drive belt. 
Take all precaution possible. A 
tractor is an excellent servant, but 
a few seconds of thoughtless oper¬ 
ation can turn it immediately into 
a monster of death and destrue-

Those who oppose centralization 
can do a lot of good by pointing 
out Its deficiencies and faults but 
it doesn’t seem reasonable to 
fight it blindly. Calliftg a halt to 
centralization would not solve the 
problem. It would not reduce 
taxes; it would not provide more 
teachers—it would not bring edu¬ 
cation to • one more child in the 
district. The only way 1 we can sur¬ 
vive the present crisis in education 
is to work together for the good 
of the young people. The past is 
not good enough—we must look 
to the future. '

The life of a public servant, e- 
lected or otherwise, is seldom a 
happy one but rarely does cri¬ 
ticism burst forth with such fury 
as it did last Friday afternoon 
when the Divisional School Board 
attempted to give an accounting of 
their policies to a meeting of rate¬ 
payers. The heat of argument dur¬ 
ing the meeting Contributed noth¬ 
ing. to the solution of the educa¬ 
tional problem faced by the Board 
and the only benefit to the rate¬ 
payers was the questionable satis¬ 
faction of having let off a little 
steam. 

There was considerable justifica¬ 
tion for many of the arguments 
advanced by the critics of the 
Board .-but on the other hand we 
must concede the sincerity of the 
trustees’ interest in the welfare of 
■ the children of the district. It .is 
true that taxes have increased by 
leaps and bounds in the past few 
years but it is also true that great 
progress has been made in edu¬ 
cational facilities for rural child¬ 
ren. Lets look at the situation In 
the cold light of reason. 
k Education today is as far re¬ 
moved from what our fathers had 
and qeeded as the modern auto¬ 
mobile is from the horse and bug¬ 
gy. Today’s child needs a much 
more advanced education if he is 
to compete in the modern world. 
This is as true of farming as it 
is of any other vocation and the 
“green hand” hit-and-miss type of 
farming ir a thing of the past. 
Scientific methods, modern mach¬ 
inery and marketing problems call 
for trained minds to cope with 
modern farming. * 

The first thoughts of all parents 
are for their children. How are 
they to get the best education we 
can give them at the least possible 
cost is the main question. Central¬ 
izations of schools may or may not 
l?e the answer but it is advanced 
as a solution by a group of sincere 
and interested men who have stud¬ 
ied the problem and it must have 
some merit. 

The teacher shortage has been 
one ol^the maiq. contributing fac¬ 
tors in the move towards centraliz¬ 
ation. The board has been wrest¬ 
ling with that problem for the past 
five years with a chorus of com¬ 
plaints from the ratepayers. Every 
resident thinks his district should 
have one of the few available tea¬ 
chers. There are not enough to 
go round and in desperation the 
board decided to literally bring the 
schools to the teachers when they 
couldn’t bring teachers to the

Varieties of 
Wheat Sown 


A survey made by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool to find out what vari¬ 
eties of wheat are being sown by 
the Alberta farmers this year 
shows that Red Bobs still heads 
the list with a provincial average 
of 32.3%. That figure, however, is 
a decline of 4% from last year. 
Thatcher wheat is increasing in 
popularity having risen to 27.9% 
this year from 24.4% last year. 
Marquis wheat is 3rd at 22.3%, 
This variety is grown mostly in 
southern Alberta, very little being 
seeded north of Red Deer. 

Garnet wheat is regaining some 
popularity having risen from 6.1% 
in the province last year to 7.4% 
this year. In the area west of the 
Calgary-Edmonton line, running 
from Bowden on the south and 
Sangudo on the north, 75% of the 
wheat sown is Garnet. 

The following table shows the 
provincial percentage of the dif¬ 
ferent varieties of wheat sown this 
year and last year.
